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UNION APPEAL 
FOR HOT CARGO 
PACT 1S UPHELD 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP) | 
~The United States court of} 
appeals today upheld “hot car- | 
go” agreements in labor union | 
contracts. Under them, an em- | 
ployer agrees his workers need | 
not handle goods from other | 
companies where strikes are in| 
progress. 

The case came to the court in 
an appeal by Oklahoma City 

" Jocals of the steamers and | 
machinists unions following a | 
dispute with the American 
Iron & Machine Works Co. 


The Teamsters had urged 
their members not to handle 
American Iron goods while the 
company’s machinist employes 
were on strike. The machinists 

-<picketed American Iron and 
also the loading platforms of 
railroads to which the com- 
pany’s products were delivered. 


American Iron obtained a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
order against both unions. The 
NLRB ordered them to cease 
their conduct on the ground 
that the “hot cargo” clause in | 
the teamsters agreement ran | 
counter to the bar on secondary 
eboycotts in the Taft-Hartley | 
labor law. | 


Reverses One Ruling. 

Today, in a 2-to-l ruling, the | 
appeals court reversed the 
Board as to the teamsters, but 
affirmed it as to the machin- | 
ists. 

If an employer may lawfully | 
agree that its employes will not 
be 1equired to handle . a 
from a struck company, and 
such a situation arises, it is 
hard to see how it can be said 
that, simply because the em- 
ployes do what they have the 
right to do, there was a refusal 
to work,” Circuit Judge Walter 
M. Bastian said in the court's 
majority opinion. 

He said the purpose of the 
secondary boycott provision was 
to “prevent injury to secondary 
employers in the disputes of 
others in which the secondary 
employers are not involved, and 
to prevent the forcing of such 
employers to ‘stop doing busi- 
ness with a third person.” 

Agreement by Employer. 

“But in cases like this one,” 
the opinion said, “the second- 
ary employer has agreed, as 

part of its bargaining contract 

with its own union, not to han- 
dle goods of an unfair employ- 
er: and it would seem that the 
Teamsters employ the only ef- | 
fective means in its power to) 
enforce the agreement.” 

The unions involved were. 
Local 886 of the General | 
Drivers, Chauffeurs, Ware-| 
housemen and Helpers and 
Local 850 of the International 
Association of Machinists, both 
AFL-CIO. 

The court said the machinists 
union had no “hot cargo” con- 
tract and therefore its conduct 
must be judged on a different | 
basis from that of the team | 
sters. 

Circuit Judge E. Barrett Pret- | 
tyman dissented from the ma- 
jority as to the teamsters and | 
Circuit Judge George T. Wash- 
ington dissented as to the ma- | 
chinists.

There was a time when red-ripe, 


luscious strawberries were in the same category with April 

violets and young love—delightful but fleeting. They could 
be enjoyed only a few weeks out of the year, to be cherished 
in memory until next strawberry season. But now nature and 
man have formed a partnership to extend this treat; nature 
supplies the berries, man supplies the know-how and straw- 
berries go into the home freezer, to be brought forth and en- 


P ROGRESS, it’s wonderful. 


joyed months from now. 


Selection of berries for freez- 
ing is especially important. If 
they are home-growm pick the 
berries during the cool of the 
day at the peak of quality. 
Freezing will not improve the 
quality of the berries, but it 
will retain it during the months 
of storage ahead. If you buy 
the strawberries at a roadside 
stand or at the market, be sure 
that the fruit is freshly picked 
and in top condition. If it be- 
comes necessary to delay freez- 
ing, keep the berries refriger- 
ated. 


.To prepare the berries for 
freezing, follow these easy 
steps. 

First, sort the fruit, setting 
aside berries that are overripe, 
underripe or bruised. Use them 
immediately for jams or sundae 
toppings. Wash the best berries 
a few at a time thoroughly and 
earefully in ice water or very 
cold tap water. The cold water 
helps retain the firmness of the 
berries. It may be necessary to 
wash them several times to re- 
move all sand and dirt. 


Do not let the fruit stand in 
the water, but drain. immedi- 
ately in a colander or by 
spreading on trays or pans lined 
with several thicknesses of 
paper toweling. The next step 
is to stem the berries and pre- 
pare them for packaging. Small 
berries may be frozen whole, 
the larger ones cah be cut in 
halves or slices depending upon 
the size. 

Strawberries can be packed 
for freezing in three different 
ways: With dry sugar, with 
sirup, or without sugar or sirup. 

Sweetened fruit is preferable 
when served uncooked for des- 
sert, over cereals or in salads 
and fruit cups. The sweetened 
fruit also can be used in baking 
if allowance is made for the 
sugar. Dry sugar can be added 
in one of two ways. 

To pack with dry sugar, slice 
the strawberries directly into 
freezing containers—alternating 
berries and sugar. Add sugar 
more sparingly at first then 
generously toward the top of 
the container. Shake the con- 
tainer gently to distribute the 
sugar. Try one-fourth cup of

prepared fruit. Then more or 
less sugar can be added at the 
time of serving, depending 
upon family taste. 

Another way to pack berries 
in sugar is to slice them in a 


bowl, then carefully fold one- 
half cup of sugar over and over 
with about a quart of the fruit. 
When the sugar is dissolved, fill 
freezing containers. 


The sirup pack is especially 
good if the strhwberries are to 
be served for dessert, made into 
fruit compotes and so on. Place 
about one-third cup of chilled 
sirup in a pint sized freezing 
container, then add prepared 
whole strawberries. To keep the 
berries under the sirup, place 
some crushed cellophane or foil 
at the top before sealing. Fam- 
ily preference can guide you 
on the sweetness of the sirup. 
Allow head space at the top 
of the container for expansion 
during the freezing process. 

To prepare sirup for the 
strawberry pack, make it up a 
day ahead and chill in the re- 
frigerator. Here is a guide for 
proportions: 

30 per cent—two cups sugar, 
four cups water. 

‘40 per cent — three cups 
sugar, four cups Vater. Com- 
bine sugar and water, then stir 
until sugar is dissolved and 
chill. 

Berries frozen without sugar 
or sirup are satisfactory for use 
in baking pies, muffins and 
cobblers. 

Packaging is the final step. 
Use leak-proof plastic liners or 
any of the direct-fill containers 
on the market today. The size 
of the container you select will 
depend upon the number of 
servings required for your 
family. For all practical pur- 
poses, one pint will provide 
three or four servings. A quart 
will make one pie or a short- 
cake. 

Fill the containers almost to 
the top if frozen without sugar 
or syrup, but allow head-space 
in direct-fill containers if 
frozen with syrup. Label and 
freeze immediately. If some 
unexpected circumstance causes 
delay, keep containers in the 
refrigerator until freezing. 

You can plan to Keep your 
supply of berries in the food 
freezer from eight to 12 months 
—so be sure to freeze enough 
to last. 

Prefer to Preserve? 

Prefer to make strawberry 
jam or preserves? Go right 
ahead; every beautiful jar will 
acclaim your skill and delight 
your family. 

Strawberry Jam 
Set out a four to six quart 


} 
kettle or deep pan (takes a 
big one because jam will boil 
right out of a small one), sugar, 
a two and one-half ounce pack- 
age of powdered pectin, one 
lemon, salt, and two to two and 
one-half quarts red-ripe berries. 

Wash and rinse jars and lids. 
Cover with water. Bring to 
boil—no further boiling neces- 
sary. Just before putting jam 
on to cook, take jars and lids 
from hot water and invert them 
to drain. 

Measure and set aside seven 
level cups sugar. 

Wash, drain and remove stems 
and “caps” from the strawber- 
ries. Thoroughly mash berries 
—use hands if you like but a 
potato masher is neater. 

Measure four and half cups | 
of the mashed berries into the 
kettle and add the juice from 
the lemon, about one-fourth 


teaspoon salt and the two and) 


one-half ounces of powdered 
pectin. 

Place the kettle over heat 
and stir until the mixture 
reaches a hard boil. Then add 
the sugar. Stir until mixture 
reaches a fast rolling boil— 
the sort you can’t stir down. 
Let boil one minute and remove 
from heat. Quickly skim jam 
to remove foam. 

Fill the jars almost to the 
top with boiling hot jam and 
seal at once. Invert jar. When 
all jars are filled, set them up- 
right to cool. Check jars after 
25 or 30 minutes. Chances are 
the fruit will be in the top half 
of the jar. If so, gently shake 
the jar to mix the fruit through 
the sirup. If you shake too 
soon, you may need to try 
again. 

Strawberry Preserves 

Ever start out to make straw- 
berry preserves and end with 
an over-sweet jam? Maybe you 
used large, porous or overripe 
berries, or increased the recipe. 
If you really want preserves, 
be sure the berries are medium 
sized, firm, tart, and without 
white cores. Such berries, when 
cooked in small batches, can be 
expected to yield a product in 
which the fruit holds its shape, 
is clear, tender and plump. The 
sirup will be thick or jelly-like. 

Preserves require from one 
to one and one-half pounds 
sugar to each pound of fruit. 
Fruit cannot be measured ac- 
curately. However, one rounded 
quart of medium-sized berries, 
without stems, weighs about 
one pound. One pound of gran- 
ulated sugar measures approxi- 
mately two and one-fourth cups. 

Preserves may be put into 
jars and sealed immediately 
after cooking, but berries will 
be plumper if left standing in 
the sirup from 12 to 24 hours 
before canning. 

If you do not have a favorite

BLYTHEVILLE, Ark., May 9 
(AP) — A slight reduction in 
rates was announced Tuesday 
by the Arkansas-Missouri Power 
Co. 

The reduction will affect 
some residential, rural and com- 
mercial customers, company 
president Charles C. Cyeschin 
announced. The reduction, the 
second in two years, was made 
possible because of the “im- 


roved economic condition” of 
he area served by Arkansas- 
Missouri, he said. 


The slight reduction will af- 


fect city residential customers | 
who use more than 700 kilo- 
watt hours per month, rural 
residential customers whose use 
more than 710 kilowatt hours 


per month and commercial cts- | 


tomers who use more than 1000 
kilowatt hours. Arkansas-Mis- 
souri serves extreme northeast 
Arkansas and a large area of 
Missouri. 

At Little Rock, the commis- | 
sion said revenues would be 
lowered by $38,185 per year. 

The company also asked the 
commission for authority to 


issue 261,278 shares of common | 


stock at par value of $5 a share 
to common stockholders on the 
basis of one share for each two 
outstanding. It further asked 
cot to transfer $1,306,- 

90 from its paid-in surplus ac- 
count to its capital stock 
account. 

Common stockholders are 
scheduled to receive a 50 per 
cent stock dividend, the firm 
said. The company has $3,471,- 
605 in its paid-in surplus ac- 
count. 

In other action involving the 
company, the Eighth United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at St. Louis affirmed a federal 
district court decision at Little 
Rock which said Arkansas- | 
Missouri was. not entitled to a | 
refund of $180,762 in income | 
taxes it paid in 1939-42. |

ANOTHER RUSSIAN SHIP 
THROUGH PANAMA CANAL 


PANAMA, May 9 (AP)—The 
1287 - ton Russian freighter 
Kronstadt cleared the Panama 
canal late yesterday, the fifth 
time this year that a Soviet 
ship has passed through the 
waterway. 

The Kronstadt, carrying Cu- 
ban sugar for the Soviet port 
of Nakhodka on the Sea of 
Japan, arrived here Tuesday. It 
took on 350 tons of water and 
a United States armed guard 
and made an uneventful trip 
through the canal. The Kron- 
stadt was under close surveil- 
lance while in canal waters.

BONN, May 9 (AP)—British 
Prime Minister Macmillan said 


today he ‘promised West Ger- 
man Chancellor Adenauer that 
Britain will leave “no gaps” 
in Western defenses because of 
its plans to cut troop strength. 
But Macmillan, at a news 
conference winding up his two- 
day visit to Bonn, would not 
say flatly whether he had won 
Adenauer’s agreement to the 
British shift to atomic-armed 
forces with fewer troops. 


He said, instead, that Aden- 
auer accepted his views “with 
understanding and full realiza- 
tion of the strong and con- 
tinued purpose of the British 
people to play their part in 
defense.” 

Magnillan and Adenauer 
signed a joint communique an- 
nouncing they are “in full 
agreement on the main aims 
of their policies.” 

The communique made no 
mention of the differences over 
plans to trim British forces in 
Germany. A diplomatic source 
said the two government chiefs 
had moved “much closer to- 
gether” on the question after 
starting out “miles apart.”

GOODS BARTERING HALTED 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP) 
Agriculture Department officials 
said today the agency had tem- 
porarily suspended a barter pro- 
gram under which it exchanged 
surplus farm products for stra- 
tegic materials from other couh- 
tries. 

They said the program, which 
had been in effect for several 
years, was being reviewed to de- 
termine whether it should be 
continued, discontinued or 
greatly curtailed. 

Materials obtained under bat- 
ter deals include many metals, 
such as lead, zinc, chrome, man- 
ganese, industrial diamonds and 
similar materials. 

These materials are held by 
the department's Commodity 
Credit Corporation—which fi- 
nances price support and farm 
surplus operations—until they 
can be sold to other Govern-

.To Save the Olympia 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“As Commander of the St. Louis 
branch of the Sons of Spanish- 
American War Veterans, I would 
like to call attention to the project 
organized in Philadelphia to save 
the cruiser Olympia, Adm. Dewey's 
flauship. 

The U.S.S. Olympia was one of 
the program of ships for the “New 
Navy” of the 1880s and 1890s—a 
program which was directly respon- 
sible for the building of the Amer- 
ican steel industry.

Commissioned in 1895, the Olympia 
was shortly afterward sent to the 
Far East and there became the flag- 
ship of Commodcre Dewey just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war with 
Spain. As such she led Dewey's 
squadron at the Battle of Manila 
Bay in a most complete victory 
which marked a turning point in 
United States history. Overnight 
this country became a world power. 

Toward the end of an ‘active ca- 
reer the Olympia served as flagship 
af the Midshipmen’s Practice Squad- 
ron and participated in the train- 
ing of many of the officers who, 
yedrs later, led our Navy to victory 
in World War II. 

During World War I the Olympia 
Was again at sea as a convoy escort 

vessel, and on her last cruise brought 
bag the body of the Unknown Sol- 
difr to this country for interment 
at Arlington. 

At present the Olympia is berthed 
atthe Philadelphia Navy Yard. The 
Navy had planned to scrap the ves- 
sel. To prevent the destruction of 
such an historic ship, a group of 
civic and patriotic citizens formed 
the Cruiser Olympia Association, 
Inc, which has been incorporated 
under the laws of Pennsylvania as 
a non-profit corporation. 

The purpose of the association is 
to take title to the ship from the 
Navy and to provide a permanent 
berth for, and to restore, the ship. 
The association plans to preserve 
the ship as a national memorial and 
a marine museum open to the pub- 
lic in order to perpetuate the his- 
tory and traditions of our Navy, our 
merchant shipping, and our ship- 
bullding industry. 

Philadelphia has offered to the 
association a site at the foot of 
Market street ‘On the Delaware river 
near Independence Hall as a perma- 
nent berth for the vessel, provided 
the association raises sufficient 
funds to restore the vessel. It is 
estimated that at least $250,000 will 
be ‘\required before the Navy will 
give the ship to the association and 

the city will allow the ship 
berthed at the offered site.

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Some Votes to Change 


President Eisenhower reminds us a little of 
a story the late Lloyd Lewis used to tell. As a 
student, Mr. Lewis was a substitute pitcher on 
the Swarthmore baseball team when it met the 
West Point nine. On the continuous expectation 
of being called momentarily to the mound, Mr. 
Lewis warmed up in the bullpen for nine suc- 
cessive innings. He never got to pitch, but he 
always remembered what must have been one 
of the longest warmups in history. 

The President for several weeks now has been 
warming up for his fofthcoming battle with 
Congress over the budget and his legislative 
program. We shall be glad when he starts to 
pitch. He threw a few during his news con- 
ference Wednesday, but left the impression that 
the real game is being reserved for two tele- 
vision appearances at which he will appeal to 
the people for support. 

On the whole, he is entitled to that support. 
Broadly speaking, he is right when he says the 
only place to make massive cuts in the budget 
is in defense or related security expenditures— 
and cuts in that area cannot be justified until 
world tensions are reduced. 

National security expenditures—which in- 
clude those for the Defense Department, atomic 
energy development, and foreign military aid 
—take 59 cents of the budget dollar. Relatively 
fixed costs, including interest on the debt, 
veterans’ benefits and “housekeeping” expenses 
of general government, take another 21 cents 
or so. That leaves about 20 cents for the con- 
duct ‘of foreign policy, f-reign economic aid, 
farm benefits, labor and welfare programs, 
housing and aids to business, and development 
of natural resources. 

When congressional leaders talk about cutting 
the budget by three or four billion dollars, what 
they are talking about in practical terms is 
squeezing 5 or 6 cents out of the last 20-cent 
item, It cannot be done without making serious 
inroads into domestic and foreign programs to 
which the President, a great many members of 
both houses, and the American people are com- 
mitted. 


But Mr. Eisenhower, in large part because of 
earlier reluctance to stand behind his own- 
budget, faces an enormous task in stemming 
the tide of congressional revolt. He need check 
only the top half of the seniority list in the 
Senate to discover that among the Senators 
with most power and prestige he can count on 
support from only 9 or 10 of the Republicans 
and 14 or 15 of the Democrats, whereas at least 
13 Republicans and 12 Democrats must be re- 
garded as against him on the budget issue. 

In both House and Senate, then, the President 
will have to change some votes if he is to win. 
And specifically he will have to change Repub- 
lican yotes. The General Motors executive who 
broke with the President this week over what 
he called “unsound monetary policies and your 
New Deal-inspired international WPA” symbol- 
ized the fact that the strongest opposition comes 
from old line Republicans who regard the 
President as a traitor to their cause. 


It is Senators like Knowland and Bridges, 
Representatives like Simpson, Martin and Reed, 
who ate. challenging Mr. Eisenhower's party 
leadership. Their influence must be reduced to 
the minimum if the President is to gain enough 
Republican votes to combine with the liberal 
Democrats and wif. 

It is indeed time to start pitching. And by 
the way, it is an interesting though not particu- 
larly germane fact that the opposing pitcher 
for West Point in the game Lloyd Lewis did 
not pitch for Swarthmore was a cadet named 
Dwight Eisenhower. 
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For a Fall Charter Election 
Old soldiers may fade away, but not St. 
Louis's anti-Charter forces. Although the ward 
battalions have been soundly trounced in every 
battle of this long Charter campaign, they still 
stand a chance to win the war—a long chance, 
to be sure, but a chance nonetheless.: That de- 

pends on taking the people by surprise. 


The Charter must be submitted for popular ; 


approval. Since the anti-Charter forces control 
the date on which the election will be called, 
it is not surprising that they seem to be point- 
ing toward one in late August. This is the 
time of the year when it is difficult to stir up 
interest in much more than warm-weather crea- 
ture comforts. 


There is little substance to the argument that 
a Charter vote in September or early Octo- 
ber, as recommended by Mayor Tucker, would 
leave too little time for campaigning before the 
Dec. 10 primary. It would leave the better part 
of 60 days, and that would be more than enough. 
Most municipal primary campaigns take only 
30 days, if that long. Moreover, the statutes 
permit candidates to file up until 11 days be- 
fore the primary, so the primary campaign will 
be a short one in any case. 

Since most voters will be back from vacation 
in the fall, and since the weather is likely to 
encourage a campaign of voter information— 
not discourage it—the Aldermen would serve 
the public interest by following Mayor Tucker's 
recommendation for a fall election. By the date 
the Aldermen set, St. Louisans will be able to 
determine whether their lawmakers are out to 
obtain a clear expression of the public will or to 
frustrate it.

Storm Warning: Deluge Coming 

Considering all the current and continuing 
troubles burdening the world these days, one 
would think that an essentially decent and kind- 
ly man like David A. Morse, director of the 
International Labor Organization, would not 
borrow the future’s troubles to make us worry 
about them, too, and ahead of time. But that is 
just what he is doing. In fact, he has invited 
77 governments to send their most broad-shoul- 
dered worriers to Geneva in June to shudder 
over what is going to happen when atomic en- 
ergy and automation are hitched in tandem. 

Judging by the preliminary worrying which 
Mr. Morse has done, automation alone can 
make strong men blanch. For example, 14 au- 
tomatit glass-blowing machines, operated by one 
man, already produce 90 per cent of the light 
bulbs used in the United States. Just wait until 
almost maniess atomic energy runs those ma- 
chines. And think of the clip at which mechani- 
cal brains will work once they are geared to 
the new super-power. For all his vaunted gift 
for getting into trouble, will man be able to cre-

Contented robots will take care of leisure, too. 
Already we have heard of an automatic fishing 
outfit which takes the angler out of angling. 
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Kremlin Shifts Industry’s Gears 


If Communist Party Chief Khrushchev’s revo- 
lutionary plans for drastic decentralization of 
the unwieldy industrial complex of Soviet Rus- 
sia succeed, the magnitude of the operation and 
its repercussions may surpass any internal step 
the Kremlin has faken since the land collectivi- 
zation program of the early 1930s. ‘~ 

It is a tremendous program that Khrushchew 
has laid down. Yet he confiden 
Supreme Soviet to see. that it is done within 
two months. Bureaucrats of all size and degree 
appear slated (© be jerked by the thousands 
from their desks and put in the production line. 
This dispersal of inttustry, in which Moscow 
controllers are to be replaced by regiorial man- 
agers, indicates that the Krémlin has decided 
that the long established forms 6f direct state 
management to the ultimate, iota have outlived 
their usefulness. 


A rough idea of the scope of the wen ie 


be had from Khrushchev's recommendation that * 


31 of the industrial ministries be abolished and 
only eight retained. The affairs of the 31 will be 
transferred to 92 new regional councils scat- 
tered from the Baltic to the Pacific. Only 
armaments and closely related industries will 
remain under centralized control from Moscow. 
It would be most interesting to know why 
Khrushchev softened his program, @s he first 
announced it on March 30, and did not also 
call for decentralization of armaments and the 
related industries. . f 

Only in a dictatorship such as Soviet Russia 
or Communist China ¢ould an attempt be made 
to put such a massive program into effect 
within such an incredibly short time. When, 
and if, the gears start meshing under the new 
mechancial setup, there will still remain an 
important bit of the old system: As before, 
regions will be told by Moscow what to do— 
but “how to do it” will be left entirely to them 
without the necessity of the old ministry red 
tape. 

It may be that there is more behind this 
Khrushchev move than just the desire to com- 
bine local initiative and efficiency, the features 
of free enterprisé, with key control from Mos- 
cow, the hallmark of Stalinism. For one thing, 
decentralization will mean that any enemy 
bombing of Moscow would have infinitely less 
effect than it would under the old system. 

But what the outside world will be waiting 
to see—if the program is carried out as pre- 
sented by Khrushchev—is this: Can the ills 
engendered by a bureaucratic economy be auto- 
matically cured by the mere process of de- 
centralization? 
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Surprise by the Governor 

Gov. James T. Blair surprised some people, 
we suspect, when he said he believes big trucks 
ought to pay additional fees for running heavier 
loads across Missouri. 

Before his gubernatorial campaign, and while 
he was Lieutenant Governor, Gov. Blair was at- 
torney for a large trucking firm, and was criti- 
cized for one action in the truckers’ behalf. But 
as Governor he is not siding with the truck 
lobby on the fee issue. He told a television 
audience that he had no objection to .the bill 
allowing longer, heavier trucks, which the Sen- 
ate passed, but favored heavier fees in return. 
After the Governor spoke, the Senate voted 
to perfect a bill to add $100 to the fees for the 
largest trucks. Gov. Blair had said perhaps 
the figure should be $200. 

The Governor's statement ought to encourage 
the legislators to stand up to the truck lobby’s 
campaign for larger trucks without larger fees. 
In fact, executive leadership to match his words 
could lead to a sensible review of the question 
of whether big transport trucks pay a fair share 
of Missouri highway costs. 
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Without the Chief Witness 

In one day Dave Beck may have learned that 
his refusal to answer any and all questions of 
the McClellan committee will not stifle investi- 
gation of the Teamsters’ high command. 

Boss Beck appeared briefly enough before 
the Senate committee to add a dozen or 80 
negatives to the more than 100 he produced in 
an earlier appearance. His attorney argued 
that he could not answer questions about his 
finances from a committee while he was under 
indictment in a tax case, but the committee did 
not ask questions about his finances. 

The committee did give him ample opportun- 
ity to explain a reported press statement that 
he didn’t want to talk lest he “blow the lid off” 
the Senate. By refusing to explain this insult 
to the Senate, Beck showed himself to be an 
irresponsible blatherskite who talked too much 
at the wrong time while posing as the strong 
silent type in committee. 

Barely pausing to let Beck off the stand, 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas called Stewart 
O. Krieger, an accountant for Teamster welfare 
funds. Mr. Krieger disclosed that he spent 18 
months working almost entirely for the K. and 
L. beer and liquor companies, in which Beck’s 


son and wife had interests. Meanwhile he drew» 


$15,375 in salary and expense money from the 
Teamsters. 

Then Irving J. Levine, who built up the K. 
and L. companies, told how Mrs. Beck and Dave 
Beck Jr. bought into them and sold out at a 
profit. 

Finally Mr. Levine stated that Dave Beck 
took him to St. Louis to interview an Anheuser- 
Busch brewery official, a conversation which re- 
sulted in a Budweiser beer distributorship for 
K. and L. in the state of Washington and in 
Alaska. Leyine said part of the deal was to 
let Dave Jr. buy into his firm. 

Dave Beck does not have to talk. The story 
of what Senate rackets investigators call “use 
of union position for personal profit” is being 
told without him.

The Pulitzer Prize Editorial 


An Editorial Entitled ‘What a Price. for Peace’ by Buford Boone, 
First Printed in The Tuscaloosa (Ala.) News, Feb. 7, 1956 


Editor’s note: This editorial was 
cited by the Pulitzer prize awards com- 
mittee among others written by Buford 
Boone, publisher of The Tuscaloosa 
News. It deals with the effort of Au- 
therine Lucy to gain admittance to the 
University of Alabama, following the 
United States Supreme Court’s inte- 
gration order. The citation mentioned 
“fearless and reasoned” writing “in a 
community inflamed by the segregation 
issue.” 


When mobs start imposing their 
frenzied will on universities, we have a 
bad situation. : 

But that is what has happened at the 
University of Alabama. And it is a 
development over which the University 
of Alabama, the people of the state and 
the community of Tuscaloosa should be 
— ashamed—and more than a little 

raid. 


Our Government’s authority springs 
from the will of the people. But their 
wishes, if we are to be guided by dem- 
ocratic processes, must be expressed 
by ballot at the polls, by action in the 
legislative halls, and finally by interpre- 
tation from the bench. No intelligent 
expression ever has come from a crazed 
mob, and it never will. 

And make no mistake. There was a 
mob, in the worst sense, at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama yesterday. 

Every person who witnessed the 
events there with comparative detach- 
ment speaks of the tragic nearness with 
which our great university came to 
being associated with a murder—yes, 
we said murder. 

“If they could have gotten their 
hands on her, they would have killed 
her.” 

That was the considered judgment, 


often expressed, of many who watched 
the action without participating in it. 


The target was Autherine Lucy. Her 
“crimes”? She was born black, and 
she was moving against Southern cus- 
tom and tradition—but with the law, 
right on up to the United States Su- 
preme Court, on her side. 


What does it mean today at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, and here in Tusca- 
loosa, to have the law on your side? 

The answer has to be: Nothing—that 
is, if a mob disagrees with you and the 
courts. 


As matters now stand, the university 
administration and trustees have 
knuckled under to the pressures and 
desires of a mob. What is to keep the 
same mob, if uncontrolled again, from 
taking over in any other field where 
it decides to impose its wishes? Appar- 
ently, nothing. 


What is the answer to a mob? We 
think that is cle@. It lies in firm, de- 
cisive action. It lies in the use of 
whatever force is necessary to restrain 
and see anyone who is violating 
the law. 


Not a single university student has 
been arrested on the campus and that 
is no indictment against the men in 
uniform, but against higher levels which 
failed to give them clean-cut authority 
to go along *with responsibility. 


What has happened here is far more 
important than whether a Negro girl 
is admitted to the university. We have 
a breakdown of law and order, an ab- 
ject surrender to what is expedient 
rather than a courageous stand for 
what is right. 

Yes, there’s peace on the university 
campus this morning. But what a price. 
has been paid for it!

Fragments of Asia 


A NOSTALGIA FOR CAMELS, by Chris 
topher Rand. (Atlantic, Little-Brown, 
279 pgs. $3.75.) 


The first time the reviewer met 
Christopher Rand it was in Java and 
the rumor was going around that 
Rand was a Buddhist monk. Perhaps 
he was; but what the rumor expressed 
principally was Rand's closeness to the 

scene, He knows Asia, and for- 
tunately he also can write. Most of 
the pieces in this book appeared in the 
New Yorker magazine. 


Rand’s writing has a strange quality. 
He does not.tell stories, chiefly. He 
does not analyze. He simply says “here 
is the country, afd here are people, 
animals, ferns and flowers’’—and in 
fact these things begin to exist for the 
reader, complete with sound track, 
technicolor and 3-D. 


Without minimizing the art, one can 
say almost that Rand is merely a set 
of sensory organs and a mechanism for 
putting what he sees, hears, smells, 

feels and tastes 
into words. Per- 
haps you would call 
the present book a 
series of sketches. 
There are 11 of 
them and about 
the only thing they 
have in common is 
that they are frag- 
ments of Asia. He 
begins with the 
Malay who can 
sense the presence 
of fish in the wa- 
‘ter, and ends with 
the central Asian 
who had a very 
special feeling for 
camels. There is much in between. 

The magic is in words like these, as 
Rand is describing a quiet evening in 
an opium den (was it in Singapore?): 
“Through the slits in the partition I 
could get a look at the big room, and 
from time to time I studied it. Its kéy 
qualities, I should say, were brownness, 
horizontality and calm. The walls 
and benches were brown, and so were 
the pipes and the faces of the smokers, 
which stood out in the glow of the 
little lamps. 


“The murky air seemed to make 
things browner, and so did the opium 
smell, which I had come to identify 
with brownness entirely. The benches, 
which were about three feet off the 
ground, seemed very flat all the way 
around, as did the smokers on them: 
these to a man were in some kind of
